The report of the treasurer 
was given, showing the receipts of 
the vear 1909 to have been $5,1 (»4.1 1 
and the operating expenses of the 
home, $11,822.82, leaving a surplus on 
hand of $1,341.29.

Xo matter how mu ch they may p ro­ 
test against it, roy alty in general and 
reigning monarchs In p articu lar are 
like beau tifu l shells, nev ertheless, at 
gu arded day and night q u ietly and u n- 
tne p rop er time, the lobes are p ierced 
and p lu gged with cy linders of 
gold, 
silv er or amber. At the age of coming 
ou t, which is u su ally at 12 or 13, the 
maiden's ears 
are bored, 
and 
the 
ceremony is as imp ortant to the Bu r­ 
mese girl as is the first long skirt to 
the American girl. 
The ceremony 
is formal, and 
it 
mu st be done when the stars are p ro­ 
p itiou s, writes 
Frank G. Carp enter, 
The family consu lts the fortu ne teller 
for this occasion, and a big feast is 
p rep ared. 
All 
the 
relativ es 
and 
friends attend in their best clothes to 
witness the p iercing. 
This is done by 
a p rofesisonal ear borer, who u ses 
needles of p u re gold for the rich and 
silv er ones for the p oor. 
When the 
ex act moment has arriv ed the girl is 
laid u p on a mat in the back of the 
room and her relativ es hold her while 
the ear 
borer 
thru sts the 
golden 
needle throu gh the lobs and twists it 
arou nd into a ring. 
This he leav es in 
the ear. 
The other ear is treated like 
wise. 
While this is going on, the 
bands p lay , and after it there is 
feast. 
It takes the ear some time to heal 
When it is q u ite well the p rocess of 
enlarging the hole begins. The needle 
is p u lled back and forth u ntil the sore 
heals. It is then taken ou t and a little 
cy linder 
of 
finely -rolled 
gold 
is 
p ressed in. 
This is gradu ally op ened 
from wTeek to week, stretching 
the 
hole larger and larger, the cy linder 
being kep t in u ntil it grows to the 
p rop er size. 
Su ch p eop le as cannot 
afford gold or silv er p u t stems of ele 
p hant grass in their ears, inserting 
stem after stem u ntil at last the hole 
in the lobe will contain a bu nch as 
big arou nd as y ou r thu mb. 
After the 
ears are well healed the p lu gs or hol­ 
low p ip es are inserted. 
Some of 
the women stretch their 
ears u ntil they grow to an inconceiv ­ 
able size. 
Some p easant girls hav e 
ea r holes so large that a nap kin ring 
cou ld be thru st throu gh one, and it 
is not u ncommon to see a Bu rmese 
maid with a big cigar thru st throu gh 
one ear. 
Almost any of them cou ld 
u se their ears for cigarette holders. 
Sp eaking of tobacco, all Bu rmese wo­ 
men smoke, and a girl learns to pu ff 
at a cigar long before her ears are 
bored. 
Children are tau ght the habit 
as soon as they are able to walk, and 
4-y ear-old boy s pu ff cigarettes. 
The 
av erage cigar u sed by the women looks 
mu ch like a long ear of p op corn with 
the hu sk on. 
It is made of other 
leav es in connection with tobacco; it 
is loosely rolled and is often tied with 
a string. 
All the girls are adep t in 
making cheroots, and at a p arty one 
girl may roll for the crowd, the big 
cigars being p assed abou t from one 
gu est to another, each taking a whiff.

the su n was shining. 
If it was the 
day shift I’d been on, of cou rse it was 
dark when I climbed ou t of the hole 
in the grou nd. 
“Of cou rse I’v e been to a show ai 
odd times, and with the kids in the 
p ark. 
Bu t most of the time I liv e in 
the electric light, with no scenery to 
look at. 
If what they say abou t ev olu ­ 
tion is tru e, may be in time a su bway 
gu ard will be a kind of beast that can 
only see by artificial light, hates the 
sight of green, and has forgotten the

mu ch of it as warns p eop le to take a 
big step —and liv ely . 
“I’m not stringing y ou —honest. 
I 
hav e a p retty p oor idea of what’s go­ 
ing on in New York, ex cep t from what 
I learn from the newsp ap ers that are 
left ly ing on the seats, and which I 
may be get a flash 
at between 
sta­ 
tions.” 


obtru siv ely , almost alway s, and with 
few 
ex cep tions effectiv ely . 
When a 
sov ereign leav es his p alace ev en for a 
short trip the p olice of the entire cou n­ 
try know it, and his, or her, majesty , 
is constantly “shadowed," no matter 
whether in some p eacefu l little town 
in their own home-land or in a glit­ 
tering cap ital abroad. 
The knowledge that one is thu s be­ 
ing p erp etu ally sp ied u p on, ev en for 
the sake of p rotection, ends by getting 
on to the v ery strongest of mascu line 
nerv es, and in the case of a delicate 
woman 
one can 
readily u nderstand 
that it wou ld p rodu ce in the long ru n 
a feeling of ex asp eration calcu lated to 
affect the health. 
The task of p rotecting roy alty and 
in rep u blican cou ntries the chief mag­ 
istrate is by no means a sinecu re. It 
is of all offices of resp onsibility the 
one in which faithfu l, zealou s and ef 
ficient serv ice obtains the least recog 
ntion and re w ard - not that ru lers ai 
u ngratefu l to those who gu ard them 
p rop erly , bu t becau se the men who do 
this sort of work best are natu rally 
those who make the least fu ss, and 
abov e all, who are most u nobtru siv e. 
Thu s, a dectiv e whose sagacity and 
intu ition may ov er and ov er again 
hav e q u ietly hav e av erted danger to 
his illu striou s charges by the timely 
arrest of sore anarchist or crank, bent 
on harm, will be less noticed and 
c e 
ceiv e infinitely less commendation than 
the more demosstrativ e serv ant who 
p erhap s once in his life has had the 
good lu ck to stay the arm of a wou ld 
be assassin, as the p istol was fired 
instead of nabbing him beforehand. 
The first aim of these secret gu ard 
ians of roy alty is to p rotect the latter 
from ev en the p ossibility of harm, by 
nip p ing the p eril, so to sp eak, in the 
bu d. before it has time to reach m a ­ 
tu rity . 
T ’ eir second object is to hide as far 
as p ossible from their charge the fact 
that there is or has been any risk at 
a l l ; while 
the 
third obligation im­ 
p ressed u p on them is the necessity of 
keep ing ou t of sight as mu ch as p os­ 
sible, at all cost to av oid any thing in 
the shap e of p u blicity and fu ss, and 
y et to be ev er on hand in moments of 
trou ble and danger.

Dr. Schaeffer 
has gone so far as to say that he hop ed 
he wou ld see the day ' when ex amina­ 
tions wou ld be abolished. 
“They are,” 
he said, "like dru gs, since they hav e 
a p rimary as well as secondary effect 
in that they cau se dep ression if kep t 
u p .” 
Dr. Schaeffer is himself a keen stu ­ 
dent and observ er. 
He has p rofited 
by his y ears of ex p erience since his 
connection with the p u blic schools of 
the state and he knows whereof he 
sp eaks, say s the Philadelp hia Inq u irer. 
Bu t his op inion in this resp ect is not 
the resu lt of dedu ctions on the p art 
of one man alone. 
There are m any 
others who think with him, some of 
whom hav e so ex p ressed 
themselv es 
and 
others 
who, 
while 
conv inced 
themselv es, are too timid to take a de­ 
cided stand in the matter. 
There is little dou bt that the ex am­ 
ination is in many resp ects a barbar­ 
ou s institu tion. 
Edu cation is, in the 
last analy sis, only a means to an end. 
a p rocess of gradu al mental dev elop ­ 
ment. a p lan by w'hich each day the 
mind is broadened. 
To ex p ect a child 
to p ass su ccessfu lly on details which it 
has u sed only as mental food and for­ 
gotten 
for 
fiv e, 
six , sev en or nine 
months 
stems not 
only u nju st, bu t 
ridicu lou s. 
The conseq u ence is that as 
ex amination time ap p roaches there is 
a cramming of m atter into the mind, 
mental indigestion ensu es and, not in­ 
freq u ently , ev en the brightest stu dents 
are inju red p hy sically . 
In the big world where resu lts cou nt, 
a man is not ex amined at the end of 
each y ear as to his work du ring the 
p ast 12 months. 
The caliber of his

Victoria Falls, the African cataract 
which riv als Niagara in its magnifi­ 
cent p rop ortions, is on the Zambezi 
riv er, nearly 
1,000 miles 
from its 
mou th, and the “Cap e to Cairo” Rail­ 
way , which crosses the gorge within 
sight of the falling waters, renders it 
accessible to the trav eling p u blic. 
It was nearly six ty y ears ago that 
Liv ingstone, ex p loring the 
u nknown 
interior of Africa, discov ered this cat­ 
aract and named it for the Qu een of 
England. 
He liv ed for sev eral, months 
on an island ju st abov e tne edge ol 
the falls, and 
thence ex p lored and 
map p ed the su rrou nding region. Abov e 
the 
falls the 
Zambezi 
is a p lacid 
stream, sometimes a mile in width, 
and dotted with beau tifu l islands clad 
in trop ical v erdu re. 
Hip p op otami and 
w ater fowl make these waters their 
home and the riv er is fu ll of fish. 
By some means 
a rift has 
been 
formed in the riv er bed, a hole more 
than 400 feet deep , 1,8 00 y ards long 
(across the riv er) and less than 300 
feet wide. 
Into this narrow chasm the 
riv er drop s with an awfu l roar, send­ 
ing u p clou ds of mist, in which, w he n­ 
ev er the sp ectator looks, he sees mu l 
tlp le rainbows. 200 y ards wide, throu gh 
which mu st ru sh all the waters of the 
mile-wide riv er. 
Coming from both 
ends of the chasm to this ou tlet, they 
form a whirlp ool of wonderfu l g ra n­ 
deu r. 
For thirty miles below the c a t­ 
aract the riv er, boiling and roaring, 
tears at tremendou s sp eed throu gh a 
gorge 400 feet deep , ou t of which it 
flows again into a v alley , to become 
the same p lacid stream it is abov e the 
falls. 
The gorge is one of the most p e­ 
cu liar featu res of the cataract, being 
ex tremely ru gged and crooked. After 
flowing in one direction for more than 
a mile from the ou tlet of the chasm, 
the 
riv er 
su ddenly 
tu rns 
sharp ly 
rou nd to the left, almost p aralleling 
that cou rse for another mile, then as 
acu tely tu rns to the right again. 
In 
all the 30 miles bu t two p laces hav e 
been fou nd at which descent to the 
su rface of the stream is p ossible. 
The water falling into the chasm 
carries down with it a q u antity of air, 
so that u p the op p osite side— called 
“Danger Point"— a tremendou s draft 
alway s 
ru shes, 
which 
has 
p ru ned 
sharp ly 
away 
the 
ov erhanging 
branches 
of the 
ev ergreens on 
the 
cliff. 
From u p -stream one can come 
at low water safely down in a skiff 
to Liv ingston Island, from which ex ­ 
cellent v iews of the falls are to be 
obtained.

A rich man in Phil­ 
adelp hia was treated by a p hy sician of 
that city , who failed to bring the re­ 
lief desired. 
The p atient died and the 
doctor's bill was $200,000. 
The adm in­ 
istrators of the estate refu sed to p ay 
it. 
Litigation followed and the bill 
was cu t in two by mu tu al agreement. 
Doctors contend that the 
u se 
of 
p asteu rized milk and the modern m eth­ 
ods of caring for children in the con­ 
gested districts of great cities hav e so 
v astly imp rov ed the health of the little 
ones that medical p ractice in these dis­ 
tricts has been redu ced more than one- 
half within the last fiv e y ears. 
This 
was p ractice which, for the most p art, 
fell to y ou nger p hy sicians. 
Then, again, it is said that the wide 
ex tension of the free clinics and dis­ 
p ensaries has materially cu t into the 
income 
of 
the 
y ou nger p hy sicians. 
There is one clinic in New York which 
treats 5 ,000 cases a month on the av er­ 
age, free; and, as there are many free 
clinics in that city , it is easy to see 
that this treatment mu st affect the 
p ractice of the y ou nger p hy sicians; ai 
thou gh in the clinics p hy sicians are 
emp loy ed, and are well p aid for that 
serv ice.

A tragic interest has been arou sed in 
the Tonga, or Friendly , grou p of isl 
ands in the Sou th Pacific by the news 
recently carried to Seattle, Wash., by 
steamer that two missionaries of the 
Presby terian faith, Rev . Horatio Hop ­ 
kins and Rev Hector Lau rie McPher­ 
son. were dev ou red by cannibals 
The missionaries were stationed on 
the beach near the little harbor on 
Sav age Island when a band of u ncon­ 
v erted nativ es from the interior, howl­ 
ing war cries and brandishing clu bs 
and sp ears, descended on the mission 
and took them and 11 nativ es cap tiv e 
They were carried to the crater of an 
ex tinct v olcano in the interior, where 
the cannibals held high rev elry , du ring 
which the missionaries were killed and 
eaten. 
After this feast the cannibals 
slep t so heav ily that the nativ e cap ­ 
tiv es fou nd op p ortu nity to escap e. 
According to adv ices carried by the 
steamer, the old time p agan cu stoms 
among the nativ es of the Tonga, So­ 
ciety , Solomon and Cook grou p s of isl­ 
ands are being rev iv ed. 
The nativ es 
are holding dances as they did in the 
day s of Cook and Tasman. 
Thu s is 
the thin v eneer of civ ilization wearing 
off these du sky Poly nesians. 
The Tonga Islands were discov ered 
by Tasman in 16 43 and receiv ed their 
first missionaries in 17 97 . 
Du ring the 
first half of the nineteenth centu ry the 
Christianizing and civ ilizing of the na­ 
tiv es went on ex p editiou sly . Some re­ 
sisted all ap p eals and these belong to 
the cannibalistic class whose members 
dev ou red the two missionaries. 
The 
p eop le of these sou thern islands are 
Poly nesians. 
Some of them, like the 
nativ es of the Solomon Islands, hav e 
alway s been noted 
for cannibalistic 
p ractices, bu t it was not believ ed that 
any nativ es with su ch tendencies liv ed 
on the Tonga grou p . 
The latter were 
called the Friendly Islands becau se of 
the belief that the nativ es were more 
tractable and hosp itable than the in­ 
habitants of other Sou th Pacific isles, 
bu t this cannibalistic act shows that 
basically the difference is not great

In the p almy day s before the 
British came and the Angoni chiefs 
cou ld follow their own sweet will u n­ 
molested they wou ld order whole v il­ 
lages or ev en districts to u ndergo the 
ordeal if any one offended them. 
In these cases, howev er, the p eop le 
did not actu ally 
drink the 
p oison 
themselv es; each one took a fowl or a 
dog and tied it to themselv es wMth a 
string and their 
gu ilt or innoeense 
was p rov ed by whether the lu ckless 
animal su ccu mbed to the effects of the 
p oison or not. 
This 
p oison 
cau ses 
either sickness or death within an 
hou r or twfo. 
Sickness, therefore, is 
held to be a sign of innocence. 
The mau v e ordeal is not resorted to 
in p u blic trials only ; the women are 
v ery fond of settling their little do­ 
mestic differences in this way , and a 
little time back a p acket of p oison 
bark might hav e been fou nd in the 
thatch of nearly ev ery Tu m bu ka hu t. 
Nor is drinking mau v e the only ordeal 
resorted to by the nativ es to discov er 
or test crime, as the trial by div ina­ 
tion is often called u p on to settle the 
q u estion of a p erson’s gu ilt.

What the consumers fear is that as 
soon as the meat trust knows The goat 
market is competing with it in the 
most important market in this country 
it will proceed to corner the^goat sup­ 
ply and jack up the prices.—New York 
Press.
